1 . Claims 47-50 are allowable over the prior art of records. 

2. The instant application is deemed to be directed to an unobvious specific 
feature over the combination of the inventions patented in Pat. No. 5,276,458 and 
4,991,023. The specific feature comprises a display unit having a memory means for 
storing at least display unit information and communication controller capable of bi- 
directionally communicating with the video source wherein the communication 
controller communicates the display unit information to the video source. The 
examiner agreed and allowed the application after incorporating the above allowable 
features into the claims 47 and 49. 

The remaining claims, not specifically mentioned, is allowed for the same reason as 
set for claims 47, and 49.
